М: we are all from croatia but only gajo and me are from zagreb while zhbla is from novi 
таго (60 km away from zagreb) and kiki is from samobor (25 km away from zagreb) 
but they аге both studying in zagreb. well, the scene is quite good at this time.there are 
some really good bands, zines, distros, labels and few place for shows. 


3.You are guys are a sxe band and you don't play just any typical sxe hardcore it's

What influences you do this kinda sxe band? 


М: we wanted to do a hardcorepunk band inspired by d.i.y. hardcorepunk bands since it 
beginings til now (minor threat, black flag, negative approach, vitamin x, youth of today, 
fp.o., tear it up... uh, і could count bands for hours). 

B, G:We don't play the typical «sXe» boring stuff because when we started this band it 
was not even our intention to be a sXe bend..We just wanted to play some fast Hc/punk 
and it tumed out to be a sXe Бард. We all have a lot of different influences, from old 
‘American (and international, especially balkan) bands to youth crew bands and some of 
us like old bands like amebix,nausea. .. We all especially like bands like Black flag, Tear it 
up,DYS minor threat, F.P.O, that can be heard in our music 


4.What is sxe all about for you guys? 


М: to me, sxe is personal thing.it's also because i have family with past of heavy drinkers 
and few drug addicts. 
smoking, doing drugs and having irresponsible sex. 
I'm not saying that all people who do that things are assholes but I know if i would do 
these things i would feel like a complete moron and my choice is not to be like that 
because i dont want to hurt other people with my behaviour. 
Sxe also means thinking for yourself and having control over your life wich means 
freeing yourself from materialist, conformist,capitalist way of living. 
Sxe also means not being sexist, homophobic or racist asshole . 
For me it's about being involved with the D.LY. hc/punk scene , to do something 
constructive for the scene insted of just sitting on your ass. бхЕ is punk, sXe is diy, sXe 
is thinking with your head. I also want to say something about putting X's on our 
hands....Here in Croatia sXe is still a marginal thing on the scene and we are often faced 
with a lot of prejudices. 


We are marked as being self-righteous, stupid, arrogant,»un cool» or whatever so if we're 
allready marked in their eyes, with putting X's on our hands we're confronting them with 
their own stupidity and ignorance, And also it's such fun to put X's on our hands,put 
bandanas and jump into the circle pit. 


B:. For me personaly sXe is all about NOT following апу rules because it seams that a lot 
of people here think that obeying some stupid rules is all that sXe 1.115 all about using 
your head, taking responsibility for your actions and thinking hard before you do 
something because you never can tell how are your actions going to affect you and 
people around you. 


So, it's a personal and a political thing to do and it's ok to not drink,smoke and take drugs 
but you have to ask yourself «ls this all that i can do or can i do something 
more?»Sometimes i get a bit pissed off when i see some «sXe» people that think they are 
better then someone, or they are so proud ‘cause they dont drink or smoke... You 

know... You have nothing to be proud about and we all have a lot to leam and some hard 
work and thinking to do...We are still just consumers...sXe or not, and we all have to see 
that there is NOTHING to be proud about and get off our asses and do something...

М: if you mean it for lyrics for “dropdead”, it's about one of those bullet for my valentine 
kind of bands here from croatia. they call themselves hardcore but і would rather 
caractericize their music as agressive pop.oh, and the way they look. iprings, makeup, 
cool tatoos, bodyholes... they are just spoiled rich parent kids looking out for fame, 
nothing else.sometimes i feel like i shouldnt care, but i can't help myself. 


В: I have always liked bands that have something to say... political or personal it doesn’t 
mather it’s still important and it makes you think. And on the hc/punk scene there were 
always bands that had no particular message and just played for fun. ..I think that is Ok to 
some level..you don't have to shout some slogans and be 100% рс all the time but you 
must realise that the hc/punk scene is not some mainstream, braindead pop scene and it's 
not all about having fun, playing punk and then going home and beying a good citizen, 
worker, student or something like that...It bothers me that we have great bands today, 
that play great music but they just try to copy Negative approach or some swedish bands 
music and lyrics and that’s it... You don't see the people and the attitudes behind 
this...you just hear another clone that plays great, looks like it's 82' again and that's 
it..fuck it...I dont care how some band looks or how good they know to play....If they 
have something to say , and they are honest people you will feel it...A bigger problem is 
that you have a lot of bands that have great political lyrics, they pretend to care but they 
are just fucking rockstars in punk clothes... 

I know some bands that give really big and smart answers to some big american zines 
like MRR , and don't give а fuck about some balkan, east european kid in some fucking 
shithole called Croatia and answer the questions ( and sometimes they don't write back at 
all) with «yes» and «no»...there is nothing to really do about it... You can just try to be 
honest and treat everyone equal... 


С: Im not sure what's the solution to free the Ю.І.У. scene from the fuckers who just want 
to make some money or become popular trough it but maybe the solution is easyer then 
some think. You know... Start a D.LY. zine where you wont see the new metal, macho 
band on a big label that says it's d.i.y. and hardcore, but you'll read about dedicated local 
D.LY. scenes from some towns and countries you haven't even heard of. 


Don't just complain about bad stuff, do something and don't buy into the every new trend 
on the scene. 


7.What is your involyment in your local scene or political movements in your area? 


We are all somehow involved in our hc/punk scene: Mario runs а cool record label/ distro 
called «Brand new place» and also does local he/punk shows, Blazh is doing a zine called 
«ovojenekadbilodrvo» (five issues so far) , Kiki does а zin called «Viva la evolution (2 
issues so far) ,Gajo does a zine/Newsletter called International old school conspiracy (5 
issues so far) ,runs a small label/distro «Master baba tapes» and sings in a great hc/punk 
band Theysuck! 


We all ride bikes a lot (some more some less and some are fucking bycicle freaks) Kiki is 
involved with an ecological organisation called «Green action» , Blaž & Kiki help 
sometimes with the local Food not bombs ... We all support local activities like FNB, 
ASK (anarchist bookfair) and other political(anarchist) activities... 


8.Some of you are older can you tell me a little bit about the past history of your 
scene? Has it always had a pretty solid scene? 


С: We'll im the oldest so ill anwser that question... We are all involved with the hc/punk 
scene since the 90 (exept kiki cause he's a little bit younger) 

In the 80's it was all just called a Yugoslavian scene cause the states of 

Croatia Serbia, Slovenia,Bosnia, Macedonia and Montenegro were creating the Republic 
of «Yugoslavia» so the scene was really big ..In that period yugoslavia had a lot of cool 
punk bads and some of them were known internationaly :U.B.R., SDA, 3.kategorija, 
Tozibabe, Patareni, Zenevski dekret, Distress ‚Solunski front... 


‘After 91° when the War started lots of things changed and there was a ume When there 
wasn't any comunication between the ex -yu countries. About 94/95" slowly started the 
colaboration between all ex-yu scenes and there we're some good bands and zines and 
people we're very enthusiastic...Some great bands in the nineties were: Bad justice, Nula, 
Razlog za, My life-My dreams, Radikalna promjena, Man in the shadow, Fakofbolan, 
Unutrasnji bunt, Hocu?Necu!, Totalni promasaj, Pizda matema, Brigade O.D. Things 
started to fade away in the beginning of 2000, lots of people droped out of the scene, 
older zines stopped with their work, bands broke up but there were new people comming 
and now it’s pretty good. 

М: somewhere in ‘97 or '98 there were tons of bands but there wasn't any places to play 
here in zagreb.shows were really rare.at that time, there was big problems with nazis. but 
at this time, there are lot of good bands, zines, few distros and labels... of course, it could 
be better but it can be even worse than now. 


8.Please tell us about bands and other punk things going on in your area? 


М: here are some of bands from zagreb area (well, not just hardcore bands but worth of 
checking out): senata fox, theysuck, ak 47, hidden layer, usud, amok, analena, don't mess 
with texas, chang ffos, lunar, shabani, augen fliegen, true, mikrofonija, ljubisha 
samardzhich, igut, gardens of hiroshima.zines: the international old school conspiracy, 
ovo је negdar bilo drevo, viva la evolution, r.o.j., la bean, tough girl vs. nice girl, гој., 
femzin, 24 а, neznam, rescue ... (not all from zagreb, but most of those zine makers are 
living here).distros and labels: dhpak47, brand new place, mesmerized, moonlee, 
neandhertal, anfema, master baba, twisted justice. place for shows: mochvara, squat villa 
kiseljak, kset.food not bombs.antifascist action zagreb.

1. І understand THEY SUCK has been around for sometime. When and why did 
all start? 

xGajox: Theysuck! started long ago, when we were still in high school, in early 1997. 
But until September of 1998, we were searching for our sound and we even had a guitar 
in the beginning. So, September 1998. was the real Theysuck! start with Robert AKA 
Orlich.on bass & vocals and Branimir AKA Gajo on vocals & drums. Why we started? 1 
guess we were angry teenagers and we were pissed about lots of things (our school, 
teachers, parents, jocks, posers...) and we wanted to make some noise. Although we 
already played before in some "room" bands (that means that none of those bands never 
got any far from our rooms:)), with Theysuck! we wanted to play real hc/punk like it was 
played in the 80's. Almost ten years after we're not teenagers anymore (by age at least:)) 
but we're still pissed off and we still play raw & angry hc/punk! 


2. Is lineup today the original lineup? 
xGajox: The original line up was: Orlich on bass & vocals and Gajo on vocals & drums. 
In the end of 2001, Oliver AKA Sloppy joined us on drums so Gajo stayed only on vocals 
(& jumping:)). Sloopy also played before with us in a melodic he/punk band called 

Snippy. 


3.How did you come пр with the name? 

xGajox: From the beginning of the band, we knew that there will always be some people 
‘who'd say that we were no good, that we suck and stuff like that. So, the name Твеузиск! 
seemed appropriate for us (and still is:)). So, if someone thinks we suck, we’re OK with 
that, because we're Theysuck! 


4. They suck has а lot of stuff out. І think it's all tapes НВ is there any 
reason for that 

xGajox: OK, first, I must say that I'm a tape freak! My turntable is broken for years 
now, so І have all my vinyl stuff recorded on tapes. It's same with my CD's, all my fave 
CD's are on tapes. Since we never were а serious band and all we did was recording our 
sessions on a stereo casetopfone, it was somehow natural for us to release those sessions 
оп tapes only. Also, I'm a big fan of old tapes with photocopied covers and booklets 
(which was pretty normal on scene in 80'5 and in 90's), so that’s why we do our tapes 
this way. І also think that tape is the most punk format because anyone can do a tape, it’s 
much easier & cheaper than doing a vinyl record or a proper CD. But we don’t have 
anything against other formats (OK, except mp3’s - I hate them!). 


5 Ноу many songs can you play and how many have you written and recorded 
over the years? 

xGajox: Counting since September 1998. We have 535 songs (I've just finished 
counting:)) and also about 50 songs only on paper that we haven't rehearsed or recorded 
yet. At this moment we know to play about 30 songs and live we usually play about 15 
songs, 


6.For being around for so many years you һауе stayed with а pretty basic 


sound, Is this just because this is what you are all into, just basic 
hardcore punk? 

xGajox: Well, I don’t want to go into about our sound from 1997. ha ha! But, in 1998. 
when we started with only bass & drums we were heavily influenced by early Orange 
County/LA hc/punk bands like: Descendents (they were the biggest influence), 
Adolgscents, Circle Jerks, The Germs, Black Flag, Angry Samoans... First few years we 
sounded like these early LA hc/punk bands, not that fast, a bit melodic, snotty vocals, 
sloppy and goofy hc/punk with pissed off lyrics and also lots of funny lyrics and some 
love songs. In the process we got a bit faster and when Sloppy joined us, Orlich started to 
play with distortion because we wanted to sound more powerful & more angry, plus 
when playing live without distortion the sound was a bit empty. Why basic he/punk? 
Well, I'm totally 80'5 hePunk freak and І do most of the songs. But other members are 
not that much into 80's hc/punk, they listen everything from punk to modem crappy 
metal:). Actually, both of them are playing in a metal 
band and Orlich is also plying in one emo metal band. Also some of my previous bands 
were playing either melodic hc/punk or modem youth crew, so Theysuck! is probably an 
good outlet for all 3 of us. With Theysuck! we don't have to worry about our playing 
skills and if all the chords will be played right. We just tune up & go nuts when we play! 
And fast & snotty hc/punk is the best for doing it that way:)! 


7.What bands have influenced THEY SUCK? 

xGajox: OK, I've already mentioned before early ОСЛ.А bands but there's bunch of 
other 80's bands that have influence on us, like: Ill Repute, Hated Youth, Adrenalin OD, 
Violent Children, Koro, DRI, 7 Seconds, early Beastie Boys, Negative Approach, 
Negative FX, DYS, Teen Idles, State Of Alert, Minor Threat, Government Issue, Void, 
Bad Brains, Artificial Peace, Jerry's Kids, Gang Green, Neos, DOA, early Screeching 
Weasel, Antidote (NYC), White Cross, Deep Wound, Unity, MDC, Youth Brigade (LA), 
Neon Christ, ТРА, Ripcord, Raw Power, SDA... From 90°s & 2000's bands like: DFL, 
DS - 13, ETA, early Charles Bronson, Dead Nation, Tear It Up, FPO, Vitamin X, I 
Object, Lowpunch... Of course, we listen bunch of other stuff, but those other bands don't 
have а much influence on our sound. 


8. xGajox: We don’t see stopping with Theysuck! any time soon. As long we are vital 
and as long as we'll have energy and as long as we'll be pissed about things, we'll play it 
this way. Actually we're just starting to be а "serious" band, because before we were 
more involved with our other bands. We played а lot this past year and we'll continue to 
do it so. Also in the future, we hope to do some tours (first Baicak, then rest of the 
Europe, and then, who knows?). We're recording about 30 songs (old and new) in 
October of this year in our friend’s DIY studio so you can say that we sold out, ha Ва! 
We're gonna put that recording out as a tape on few local labels and also we are planning 
to do a 4 - way split CD with our friends FxPxOx (Macedonia), Final Approach 
(Slovenia) and Njegovani (Serbia). And then write more snotty punk songs:). 


В. What’s next for they suck? any signs of not doing it anymore ог do you see a 
strong future?

xGajox: Thank you Ryan very much for interest in both Theysuck! and xVCx. It was 
great to play with І Object in Krshko and in Zagreb:)!

So we 
finally got to the meeting place and there he was. It was a moment | never thought would happen 
it was like a dream. А face to ай the letters and emails that have been sent. Before this we were 
friends but now we saw each other and got to talk and hear each others voices. This was 
something the both us knew we would make happen and we did. Then after a brief hello in the 
parking lot he took us to his friends house to eat a great meal and hang out and just talk. It was 
like а dream come true for all of to really be in their hometown and playing with them. So after a 
great meal one of the best of tour we headed off to the show. І was so excited to see F.P.O. live 
and | could not believe it was happening. The show was in this small pretty cool bar under this 
shopping center. Tons of kids packed in and the show started pretty fast after we got to the place. | 
The 1st band i can't remember the пате of. They were more of an alternative rock Бапа. They 
were nice kids and played а good set, but coming up next was F.P.O. so І was very excited to 
see them. Finally they took the stage and all the kids at the show where pumped to see them 
play. Almost every song was explained by Vasko. Every kid in the place listened to his every 
word. Then they would play а 40 second punk song and the kids went crazy. They played so tight 
and the drummer was just bashing through sticks. They played а 20 minute set maybe and it was 
over. Maybe the best 20 minutes of ту punk rock life so far. That was it and it was gone. To think 
that hardcore is dead is out of the question when you see things like this. This band was for real 
and they meant every word they sang. These kinds of shows are what і live for this is what 
hardcore is about. І can't thank F.P.O. and the scene in Skopje enough for the time they showed 
Us while in there hometown. They took us around they showed us all the sites. We also had a 
extra day off and they did a 2nd show for us. This time it was below an apartment building. We 
got to play with one new local band i forget the name of and this band called SPEAK OUR 
MINDS which had people from F.P.O.. This show was great we played about 10 minutes since it 
was a very illegal show but it was worth it. Then the visit was over we went on to the next country.
